Abbas Ibn Firnas invented many things. 
One of his inventions was a form of water 
clock called A-Maqafa. When he lived in 3 
the ninth century, there were no watches Ma 
or phones! People looked at the sun, An Egyptian An early 
moon, and stars to tell the time, but this 
didn't work inside buildings or on cloudy 

days. So, Abbas Ibn Firnas invented a different kind of clock. It didn't use the 
sun, moon, or stars - it used another natural resource - water! 


So how do water clocks work? We know that water is a liquid, don't we? 
When you put water in a container, it doesn’t move. But if there is a hole in 
the bottom of the container, gravity will make the liquid flow out of it. If you 
know how fast the water moves out of the container, you can measure time. 
For example, if it takes twelve hours for all the water to leave a container, it 
will be six o’clock when the container is half full. 


Other people around the world invented water clocks like Abbas Ibn Firnas’s 
clock. They were the best clocks for telling the time correctly for many years. 
Then, in 1656, a Dutch scientist called Christiaan Huygens invented the first 
modern clock. These new clocks became the best way to tell the time. But 
water clocks were very important for many years.
